MINIStKR  I-'lelds  spoke  last 
night'  at  the  Wasatch  School  on 
the  topic  of  “The  New  KKK.” 
President  Kennedy.  Martin  Lu- 
ther King  and  Premier  Khi'ush- 
chev  were  proposed  as  advancing 
Communism.

“The  KKK  is  a strange  new  al*- 
lianco  leading  to  socialism  and 
eventually  to  Communism.”  he 
continued.

Khrushchev  Proclaims 
'bead  Bodies  ’ Warning 

MOSCOW,  (UPI)— Soviet  Premier  Nikita  Khrushchev 
Siiid  Wednesday  that  if  tlie  American  Army  had  tried  to 
force  its  Berlin  convoy  tlirough  the  Soviet  blockade  it  would 
liave  liad  to  roll  “over  our  dead  bodies”  and  might  have 
triggered  a war. 

In  the  first  high-level  Soviet  comment,on  the  41-hour 
blockade  of  a U.  S.  convoy,  Khruslichev  said  the  Americans 
liad  been  allowed  to  proceed  only  after  they  obeyed  Soviet 
control  procedures. 

IT  IS  DII-'FICUI.T  to  say  what  would  have  happened  it 
they  had  not  agreed  to  that  procedure,”  he  said.  “It  is  possi- 
ble you  and  I would  not  be  here  today.  We  would,  not  have 
yielded ; they  would  have  had  to  move  over  our  dead  bodies.”

A mature  production  of  Shake- 
speare’s Romeo  and  Juliet  before 
a capacity  crowd  Wednesday 
night  successfully  opened  the  ma- 
jor theater  season  for  this  year. 

Dr.  Preston  R.  Gledhill,  direc- 
tor, presented  a cast  that  was 
well  balanced  and  moved  well  be- 
tween scenes.  Unlike  many  pre- 
vious classical  productions  at  the 
Y.  the  cast  had  an  understanding 
of  lines  and  emotions  that  was 
wdl  received. 

IN  HER  PORTRAYAL  of  Ju- 
liet, Jane  Culley  presented  a 
beautiful  and  vivacious  character 
in  looks  if  not  entirely  in  actions, 
^e  was  at  times  a little  too  ma- 
ture and  dramatic  for  the  14- 
year-old  maiden.  Her  emotions, 
however  were  believable  and  she 
reacted  w'ell  to  _the  tensions  of 
the  tragedy. 

Dan  Staples  as  Romeo  is  to  be 
commended.  He  gives  an  under- 
standing to  his  lines  and  a truth- 
fulness of  portrayal  throughout 
the  production  that  is  appreci- 
ated. 

HE  GIVES  the  part  an  atti- 
tude of  manliness,  and  yet  he  is 
able  to  maintain  the  youthful  en- 
thusiasm which  the  role  demands, 
The  agony  upon  hearing  of  his 
banishment  is  both  convincing 
and  dignified. 

As  would  be  expected,  the  bal- 
cony scene  between  the  two  lov- 
ers is  one  of  the  highlights  of  the 
play. 

As  Juliet’s  nurse,  Sylvia  Butler 
adds  a delightful  relief  to 
tragic  play.  Her  character  is  am- 
using and  well  perfonned.  Also 
with  comic  relief  is  Jay  ^um- 
gardner  as  Sampson. 

CLIFF  CABANILIjV  as  IMercu- 
tio  presents  a character  that  is 


unfortunately  difficult  to  separ- 
ate from  previous  roles  he  has 
played.  Neal  Barth  as  Lord  Cap- 
ulet  adds  strength  to  the  produc- 
tion with  his  portrayal  of  Juliet’s 
father. 

Jerry  West  as  Benvolio  and 
Alan  Nash  as  Friar  Laurence 
both  make  the  most  of  their  res- 
pective roles. 

IN  GENERAL,  the  acting  is  to 
be  commended.  It  is  a pleasure 
to  witness  a production  of  such 
understanding  and  warmth. 

Technically  the  play  has  been 
a tremendous  undertaking.  Char- 
les Henson  has  designed  a set 
which  has  required  a large  crew 
headed  by  Robert  Struthers,  the 
technical  director. 

ON  FIRST  impression  the,  set 
appears  heavy  and  bulky.  How- 
ever, when  lighted  and  filled  with 
actors  it  takes  on  the  proper  per- 
spective and  enhances  the  pro- 
duction. 

There  were  scenes  when  the 
stage  did  look  over-crowded,  and 
this  is  probably  due  to  the  lack 
of  depth  created  by  the  circulai’ 
stage. 

There  were  also  times  when 
the  effects  of  the  circular  stage 


could  have  been  used  to  greater 
proportions. 

THE  COSTUSIES,  designed  by- 
Beverly  Warner,  are  brilliant  and 
do  a great  deal  in  adding  the  pro- 
per atmosphere  to  the  production. 

The  entire  production  has 
much  to  praise.  There  are  tech- 
nical problems  which  must  be 
worked  out,  but  they  are  minor 
and  do  not  intei'fere  with,  the  en- 
joyment of  the  play.
